DR. ROSENBERGER ON TRIAL 
FOR SELLING WHISKY, | 


Case, the Much-disliked “Spy,” Tells 
His Story—The Defendant's Ac- 
count of the Affair—Thought He 
Was Prescribing for “Colic”’—An 
Acquittal. 


The famous Rosenberger saloon case 
of Pasadena was called for trial in 
Department No. 6 of the Superior 
Court yesterday before Judge McKin- 
ley. While it is only a misdemeanor 
case, on appeal from the Recorder’s 
court in Pasadena, it has attracted 
wide attention on account of the prin- 
ciples involved. 

Dr. S. Rosenberger, a licensed phy- 
sician, ran adrug store in Pasadena 
on Fair Oaks avenue. In May last C. 
L. Case was employed to collect evi- 
dence against places supposed to be 
selling liquor in violation of the prohi- 
bition ordinance in force in Pasadena. 
He and and a young man named 
Blockberger obtained some whisky in 
Dr. Rosenberger’s drug store, and a 
complaint was made against him, on 
which he was found guilty by the 
Recorder. Very bitter feelings were 
engendered over the affair, and Case 
was arrested and tried before Justice 
King at Garvanza, on a charge of 
being an accessory. This trial was 
what is known as the prayer-meeting 
trial,“ in which the temperance folks 
endeavored to pray and sing in the 
courtroom, in fact, to open the pro- 
ceedings with prayer. Case was dis- 
charged by the Justice amid great ex- 
citement and songs of praise by the 
temperance people. 

Quite a number of Pasadena people 
were present yesterday morning when 
the trial began, and the selection of 
the jury brought out some amusing 
answers from jurors. The object of 
the defense was ecure jurors not

TIRED RAZORS 
A Singular Freak ot the Cold 
Steel. 

That razor is tired,” remarked a 
fashionable barber in the hearing of a 
Tres representative the other day. 
The newsgatherer thought the artist 
was indulging in a little slang, and 


he not noticed*that the barber dropped 
the razor into a drawer in a manner 
which convinced him that the barber 
was thoroughly in earnes 
his pet shaves gvout giving 

What do you mean by saying that 
the razor is fired?” asked the re- 


porter. 

Just what I said. You may not be- 
lieve it, but a razor will get tired just 
the same as a man. After having 
been used for some time it gets into 
such a condition that you could not 
shave the slightest with it, but if 
you will put it aside a few days or 
weeks and take it out you will find that 
it will shave as wellasever. A razor 
is a queer instrument, and the more 
you study it the more astonished you 
will be over its whims. I’ve seen 
them so dull that you could not cut 
any kind of a hair with them, and af- 
ter letting them remain in a dark 
drawer three days. they would be as 
sharp as if you had spent 10 hours 
honing them.“ 

Do you mean to say that a razor 
will sharpen itself?“ 

Ves, sir, that is exactly what I do 
mean.“ 

How can a piece of cold steel ac- 
complish such a feat?“ 

That is a question that I am not 
prepared to answer, but it is as true as 
the gospel truth, and you can verify it 
by speaking to any old barber. I have 
often watched through a crack in the 
drawer to see the razor sharpen itself, 
but I could never discover anything to 
indicate how it does the job. They 
are always as silent as the tomb, but 
they come out sharp, ana that fact 
alone ought to convince anyone that a 
razor is quite an intelligent instru- 
ment. I’ve met some very queer razors

Did I depend on one razor, even admit- 
ting that I honed it and stropped it 
during all of my leisure moments, it 
would be impossible for me to shave 
my customers. Oh, yes, a razor isa 
queer instrument, and if you ever get 
into active business in the barber line, 
ou will soon learn that what I tell you 
s the truth.“
